>From John King WA‘1ABI: 

"The notorious resistor in question is a 2W 18K ohm 
carbon comp unit, identified as R3 in the Ranger 

I and II as well as the Valiant I and II. It is found 
inside the VFO compartment in all models and 

serves as the dropping resistor for the QA2 VFO 
screen shunt regulator. 


This particular resistor has an unusual and spectacular 
failure mode. Over time, its resistance _decreases_, 
causing the O0A2 to draw more current. The increased 
current through the resistor aggravates the decreasing 
resistance, right up to the final moments when the OA2 
is virtually directly connected to a stiff 300 volt 
supply. The hapless operator usually has no indication 
that anything is amiss until catastrophic failure. In 
most cases, the @A2 will bravely try to haul 300 volts 
down to 150 until the glass melts and sucks in. This 
usually generates enough heat to discolor or even ignite 
the phenolic component board through which it passes. 
In my case, I was in the middle of an AM transmission 
when my Valiant II caught fire." 


>From Tim, WA1HLR: 

"The VFO uses an 18K 2 Watt carbon resistor as a voltage 

dropper for the VR tube in the VFO compartment. This resistor 
does become a source of trouble - it is barely able to do the job. 
The same resistor is used in the Valiant and Johnson 500 as well. 
Over a period of time this resistor's value will decrease causing 
more energy to be dissipated within itself and the VR tube. 
Eventually a runaway situation develops like that of a miniature 
Chernobyl in the VFO compartment."
